Gradually Growing Weaker, Physicians. An- 
nounce—Sustained Attack Reducing .

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—For- 
mer Chief Justice Taft is gradually 
growing weaker. His physicians is- 
sued this bulletin at*noon today: 

“The former Chief Justice is not 
So well as yesterday. He is grad- 
ually growing weaker. He suffers 
no pain but his condition is more 
serious than at any time.” 

The bulletin was signed by Drs. 
Francis R. Hagner and Thomas A. 
Claytor. 

Earlier in the day Hagner had 
Said he had no immediate appre- 
hension, but that the weakened 
condition of the patient and his 
advanced years made all predic- 
tions hazardous. 

The noon bulletin was the most 
discouraging in more than two 
weeks. After the collapse, which

748 ALIENS FROM

Council Acts to Relieve Unem- 
ployment—Some May Get 
Jobs Back.

DETROIT, Mich.. Feb. 26.—The 
City Council] has adopted a resolu- 
tion directing heads of departments 
to dismiss all of the 748 aliens 
whom a survey has shown to be on 
the city payrolls. 

A loophole for re-employment is 
left, however, by the addition to 
the original resolution of a clause 
which ordered the detartment 
chiefs to make an investigation and 
study of each individual case. with 
a view to re-employment should | 
there be extenuating circumstances 
warranting such action. 

The resolution was offered as a 
measure to relieve unemployment 
and was sponsored by Coust®ihman 
Robert G. Ewald, who declared} 


that the army of unemployed wil} 


not accept alibis. 

The extenuating circumstances 
Clause was added after the anti- 
alien resoiution had been adopted 
in committee. Most of the aliens 
on the public payroll are laborers, 
423 of them being in the street 
cleaning department. 

The Board of Education, --ver 
whose employment policies. the 
Council has no authority, has or- 
dered a survey to determine how 
many teachers and janitors are 
aliens.

Wood made the allegations while 
he was questioning Dr. Wilmon 
Newell, State Plant Commissioner, 
at the hearing of which the com- 
mittee is inquiring into the expen- 
diture of Federal funds for fruit 
fly eradication. 

While questioning Dr. Newell as 
to the duties of the Nationa! 
Guardsmen Wood asked whether 
the Plant Commissioner was 
“aware that ther have been sealing 
up cars of liquor with the Govern- 
ment seal and permitting it to be 
shipped througn the country by 
bootieggers?” Dr. Newell said he 
had not. 

“Well, it’s being done,” replied 
Wood, “and you w'!) hear plenty 
more about it before these meet- 
ings are over.” 


SENATE ASKS HYDE TO SUGGEST

LONDON, Feb. 26.—Defeat of 
the short-lived Cha@emps cabinet 
in France, bringing with it pros- 
pect of another pessimism-breeding 
delay in naval conference work, 
has intensified talk of a three- 
power naval pact. 

The American delegation bas 
never officially admitted that such 
an arrangement among Britain, 
America and Japan might be 
sought as a substitute for a five- 


Power treaty, and, according to a 
spokesman today, it still retains 
lively confidence that the latter 


objective will be reached. It is no 


| a three-Power 


secret, however, that possibility of 
engagement has 
been steadily in mind from the be- 
ginning of the negotiations. Secre- 
tary Stimson and Prime Minister 
MacDonald are understood to have 
canvassed the situation from this 
point of view at Stanmore last 
week-end. 

A three-Power pact, as now en- 
visaged. would contain a contin- 
gent clause, permitting any of the 
signatory nations to enlarge the 

building - program to 
meet naval increases by an out- 
side power. Herein lies the great 
obstacie in the way of such an 
arrangement. A contingent_clause 
would make what one of our naval 
experts has called a “shifting pari- 
ty” with Great Britain; that is to 
say, the basis of parity with Bri- 
tain would go up or down in ac- 
cordance with changes in Britain’s 
conception of her needs in rela- 
tion to France. Obviously. it 
would be extremely difficult, if not 
impossible to get such a treaty 
through the Anrerican Senate. It 
is safe’to say that. if, as a fiast 
resort. negotiations tocking to a 
three-Power pact are seriously un- 
dertaken, our delegation will seek 
some formula tess likely to invite 
opposition. 

Tentative discussion of a three- 
Power pact in the British press 
during the past week was advanced 
to a more definite state today by 
the Liberal Manchester Guardian. 
“Even if France, as every cireum- 
stance suggests, remains intransi- 
gent,”” says the Guardian's lLon- 
don correspondent, “something 
may surely be saved by a three- 
Power treaty linked up with a gen- 
eral declaration not to exceed spe- 
cified building programs before 
summoning of another and early 
conference. These would not be 
inspiring resuits, but they would 
be something. Evidently, from 
experience of the last 10 years, a 
road to disarmament is only to be 
traveled in short stages. 


Hope Renewed for Early Return of 
French to London.

LONDON, Feb. 26.—The chief 
delegates to the naval conference 
decided at a meeting today to end 
their recess and resume work im- 
mediately on their negotiations 
and to continue on the work except 
where it might be isrimical to 
French interests. 

The recess in the delegates’ work 
was taken on the recent defeat of 
the Tardieu:Government in Paris. 

Former Premier Tardieu’s déci- 
sion to attempt to form a Cabinet, 
following failure of the Chautemps 
Government yesterday, was hailed 
as a good omen, as it was believed 
he would be successful and thus 
enable the French delegates to re- 
turn to London perhaps by Mon- 
day.

SANTO DOMINGO, Dabatndensrs 
Republic, Feb. 26. — Insurgent 
forces which took over Santo Do- 
mingo today directed heavy fire 
against the fortress near the presi- 
dential palace but were unsuccess- 
ful in dislodging the troops hold- 
ing it. 

The insurgents, numbering about 
2000, took possession of every oth- 
er strategic position in the city. 
The small detachment within the 
fortress decided, however, to -hold 
out in order that time might be 
gained for negotiations between 
President Vasquez and the insurg- 
ent leaders. 

President Vasquez went to the 
American legation this afternoon to 
confer with the American Minister. 
It was expected the insurgent lead- 
ers also would proceed there for a 
con ferenee. 

President Vasquez, whose efforts 
to succeed himse]f in the coming 
elections were largely responsible 
for the movement against the Gov- 
ernment, previously had taken 
refuge in the French Legation with 
Vice President A'‘onseca.

Insurgents Cheered by 10,000. 

The insurgents entered the city 
at 5 o’clock this morning, signal- 
ing their entrance by firing vol- 
leys into the air. They were given 
an ovation by more than 10,000 
persons of the capital’s population. 

Rafael Estrella Urena is direct- 
ing the movement, which is of the 
civil type.+ His forces dominate the 
capital and have concentrated in 
barracks on the outskirts of the 
town. 

The whole country is under the 
civil movement and the military is 
taking a neutral stand. ‘lhe popu- 
lace is with Urena. 

The insurgents have agseod that 
public offices should remain in the 
hands of Government empioyes. 
Vasquez and other high officiais 
are in no danger of being woiested, 
it is said, but the directors of the 
civil movement are preparing to 
confer with the Government on the 
forthcoming elections. 

The resignation of the President 
and Vice President were expected 
at any moment. 

The insurgent movement began 
Sunday when the National Guardia 
in the northern part of the repub- 
lic revolted and occupied the towns 
of Monte Cristi. Concepcion de ta 
Vega, Sanitago and Mori. 

It was necessary Monday for 
Senora de Vasquez, wife of the 
President, to seek refuge at the 
American legation,, while her hus- 
band fled to the’ fortress which 
guards the capital city, where the 
officers were said to be wl friend- 
ly to him. 

Last night a rebel band camped 
outside of Santo Domingo, while 
an emissary of the American Min- 
ister, Charlies B. Curtis, attempted 
to make peace between the insur- 
gents and the Government at the 
insurgent stronghold, Santiago.

CARDINAL DIES ON 
OPERATING TABLE 


Archpriest of St. Peter’s, 
Former Papal Secretary 
of State, Succumbs to 
Heart Attack. 


SUDDENLY STRICKEN 
WITH APPENDICITIS 


Of Noble Spanish Family, 
He Received the Red Hat 
at Early Age of 38 — 
Was 65 Years Old. 


By the Associated Press. 

ROME, Feb. 26.—Cardinal Mer- 
dy del Val, former Papal Secretary 
of State and Archpriest of St. Pe- 
ter’s for the last 15 years, died to- 
day from heart disease during an 
attack of appendicitis. 

The Cardinal, who was 65 years 
old, was stricken yesterday and/ 
grew worse during the night. Fi- 
nally an operation was deemed 
necessary, Osservatore Romano 
this afternoon said that the Cardi- 
nal died during the operation. 

Cardinal Merry del Vul was sec- 
retary of State under Pope Pius 
X. He. was a brother of the Span- 
ish Ambassador to Great Britain 
and had been a cardinal for 26 
years, 

The Cardinals death, which 
closely follows the death of Car- 
dinal Perosi, secretary of the con- 
sistorial congregation, last Satur- 
day, now leaves the college of Car- 
dinals with 32 so-called foreign 
members and 28 Italiaas. 

Cardinal Merry del Val was one 
‘of the most distinguished figures 
in the modern history of the 
papacy. - He was made a Cardinal 
in 1903 at the comparatively early 
age of 38 and forthwith was creat- 
ed secretary of state to Pope Pius 
X. Previous to this he had been 
secretary of the conclave which 
resulted in the election of Pius X. 

The Cardinal was of noble Span- 
ish birth. His father was Spanish 
Ambassador to the-Court of St. 
James’ when the future Cardinal! 
was born in London in 1865. He 
was educated at the Jesuit College 
of St. Michel, Brussels, and was se- 
lected as private tutor to King Al- 
fonso XII. When his father was 
appointed Spanish Ambassador to 
the Holy See. he accompanied him 
to Rome and entered the Grego- 
rian University to prepare for the 
priesthood. 

At 24 he was ordained and re- 
tained at the Vatican on special 
service for Pope Leo XIIL Al- 
though one of the youngest prelates 
in the papal household he was 
entrusted with many important 
missions to foreign lands. He at- 
tended Queen Victoria's golden ju- 
bilee and was papal envoy at the 
coronation of King Edward VII. 
In 1896 he was sent as papal dele- 
gate to Canada to report on the 
adjustment of the claims of the 
Canadian bishops as to separate 
Catholic schools in Manitoba. 

He succeeded Cardinal! Rampolia 
as pontifical Secretary of State in 
1903 having been made a Cardinal 
His term in that office ended with 
the death of Pope Pius X 11 years 
later. He then became archpriest 
of St. Peter's.

FALLS 10 PIEGES IN Al 


Navy Pilot Finishing Nose- 
Dive at 250 Miles an Hour 
at Time of Accident.

—Ensign W. McMullen, U.S. N. R., 
was killed today in a spectacular 
aerial accident whiie“enemy” planes 
from the airplane carmer Saratoga 
made a bombing “attack” on her 
sister ship, the Lexington. 


McMulien, who lived at Detroit, 
Mich., flew at the Cleveland air 
races last year as a member of the 
“High Hata,” a noted flying squad- 
ron, 

From a height of 5000 feet, Mc- 
Mullen put his plane into a _ verti- 
cal dive and dropped in the direc- 
tion of the forward part of the 
Lexington at an estimated speed of 
between 250 and 2300 miles an 


hour. 

At an altitude of 300 feet, Mc* 
Mullen pulled his plane sharply out 
of the dive. When his ship reached 
a position of about 45 degrees from 
the vertical. the plane suddenly 
disintegrated. After the wings and 
the tail surface of the plane broke 
into .small bits, the fuselage did a 
half roll and plunged into the zea 
with its engine turning at high 
speed. 

After an intensive but wnsuc- 
cessful search for McMullen’s body. 


the destroyer Pruitt rejoined the 
fleet.

MURDERED TEXTILE WORKERS 
COMPANION ON THE STAND 


She Describes Killing of Mrs. Ella 
May Wiggins at Gas- 
tonia.

CHARLOTTE,’‘N. C., Feb. 26.— 
T. F, Wilson of York, 8. C., who 
was in Gastonia the day Mrs. Ella 
May Wiggins, Bessemer City textile 
worker, was killed, last September, 
testified in court here today that 
he heard threats against her and 
other visiting textile workers from 
Bessemer City. 

“Let's get them out of here or 
kill every one of them,” an uniden- 
tifled man was quoted as saying. 

Wilson said he did not know any 
of the five men now on trial 
charged with the murder of the 
woman. 

Another witness today, Mrs. 
Mary Goldsmith, the only woman 
in the Bessemer City group except 
for Mrs. Wiggins, told how auto- 
mobiles pursued them as the truck 
in which 25 textile workers were 
riding left Gastonia after a mob 
had warned them not to attend a 
communist meeting. 

She described Mrs. Wiggins’ 
death, telling that just at the, mo- 
ment the truck crashed into an 
automobile that pulled in front of 
it, a shot was fired, fatally wound- 
ing her companion.

Byrd Ship Gets Through Ice Pack 


And Goes West to Meet Whalers 


City of New York Helped Through Floes by 
Stiff Wind—May Meet Eleanor

ON BOARD THE BARK CITY 
OF NEW YORK, AT SEA, Wednes- 
day, Feb. 26.—The City of New 


York, Admiral Byrd’s flagship, to- 
day is running west toward the 
whalers outside the northern edge 
of the ice pack. We have just left 
the heavy pack, which toward the 
end was broken in large floes, and 
the ship is steaming along with 
clear water ahead. 

For hours the ship had been 
winding its way through leads and 
occasionally pushing a huge cake 
aside. Sometimes it brought up 
with a jar that made it tremble, but 
then slid around the ice and took 
up its course again. 

We have been extremely fortu- 
nate. When the southern edge of 
the pack was reached the ice, al- 
though not heavy, was tightly 
pushed together, and, under a cold 
southern wind, was joined by new 
ice. 

Stiff Wind From South. 

But no sooner did: the ship begin 
to slow up, Darely crawling  for- 
ward, than a stiff wind from the 


south, about 35 mifes an hour, with 


gusts as high as 40, hit the ship 
astern. 

A fore lower topsoil and fore 
staysail were set and, with this pull 
added to the work of the engines, 
the ship slowly worked its way 
through the most closely consoli- 
dated part of the pack and came 
out into an open lead. 

From that time forward the ship 
drove ahead before the strong wind, 
breaking rotten ice two or three 
feet or more thick with little trou- 
ble. Sometimes it would be brought y 
up short by a heavy cake of hard 
ice, but always it wriggled around 
it and got going again. 


Sometimes Makes Five Knots. 


The ship made at times as much 
as five knots through this stuff and 
late yesterday hit a wide lead run- 
ning north, up which it ran as 
through & river. 

Last night the lead narrowed 
again and, as darkness came on, 
the ship was hove to for about 
three hours until the light again 
enabled the ice pilot to pick his 
way from lead to lead. 

The wind is still southerly and 
this morning the City of New York 
was running easily north and west 
with heavier ice to the northeast. 
Now no ice can be~seen to the 
northwest from the crow’s nest. 

We expect to meet the steamship 
Eleanor Bolling tonight.

WASHINGTON, Keb. 26.—John 
H. Bickley, utilities expert of the 
Federal Trade Commission, testi- 
fied today at the resumption of the

taking over the Electric Co. of 
America in 1906, American Gas 
“wrote up,” the electric company's 
capital about $2,500,000. 

This transaction, he said, began 
the corporate life of American Gas. 
Assets valued on the books of the 
American Gas at more than $9,- 
350,000 were taken over, he tes- 
tified, for about $6,650,000: The 
electric company carried these as- 
sets on its books at a little more 
than $4,000,000, he said. 3 

Edward H. Maurer, assistant 
treasurer of the AmericansGas and 
Electric Co., completed today his 
explanation of the system by which 
the Electric Bond and Share Co. 
supervised the sale of American 
Gas securities and those of its sub- 
sidiaries. ae 

Under examination by Robert E. 
Healy, chief counsel of the com- 
mission, Maurer said the compa- 
any’s subsidiaries, whose preferred 
stocks were sold, never were 
charged directly for the cost of 
these sales. However, the subsid- 
ijaries bore, he said, the cost of 
operating the offices of American 
Gas in New York.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—Valu- 
ation methods of public utilities

“While I was not in favor of na- 
tional prohibition when it was en- 
acted, I did accept it loyally and 
looked upon the experiment with 
sympathy and with a mild degree 
of hope in its eventual success.” 
He added that he thought the 
Volatead act, in forbidding the sale 
and manugcture and transporta- 
tion of liquors, was morally valid, 
but that he based his opinion “upon 
the then existing presumption that 
the law was conducive to the com- 
mon good.” 
“During the last five years I 
have gradually come to the conclu- 
sion that my earlier attitude was 
mistaken,” he continued. “Expe- 
rience has abundantly shown that 
the prohibition legislation is not 
conducive, but on the contrary, in- 
jurious to public welfare.” 
“I would merely emphasize the 
universally -recognized fact that 
liquor is easier to obtain, is con- 
sumed in larger quantity and by 
more persons today than at any 
time since Jan. 16, 1920,” he said, 
“Kor three or four, or possibly five 
years after that date, the prohibi- 
tion enactments were fairly well 
observed outside the great cities.” 
Trend of Last Five Years. 
“During the last five years, how- 
ever, the trend has been in an op- 
posite direction,” Father Ryan con- 
tinued.

Father Ryan said the “spirit of 
our prohibition legislation is essen- 
tially the spirit of toryism is 
shown, not only in the pronounceé- 
ments of professional prohibition- 
ists, but in the terms of the statutes 
and the acts of public officials.” 

He said “‘Toryism and contempt” 
for individual liberty were found 
in the Volstead act ang added that 
the Jones law with “its savage 
sentences, its cruel and unusual 
punishments” constituted an exam- 
ple of tyranny. He cited especial- 
ly the “the provision for padlock- 
ing buildings’’ which he said de- 
prived owners of the due process 
of law. 7 

Then he’ gave what he termed 
a few examplés of the same kind 
of excesses committed by public 
officials, adding: 

“In his inaugural address Presi- 
dent Hoover declared that it was 
the duty of ‘honest men and wom- 
en’ not only to refrain from vio- 
lating the prohibition legislation, 
but ‘to discourage its violation.’ If 
the President had in mind legal 
duty his statement was obviously 
erroneous, fer no such duty is ex- 
pressed in any civil statute. If he 
meant moral duty his statement 
implied functional usurpation. 
Among the prerogatives of the 
President of the United States 
there. is not included that of su- 
preme interpreter of the moral 
law. Ordinarily Mr. Hoover is not 
that kind of man. 7 


Cites Mitchell’s Requirement. 


“The Attorney-General of the 
United States has recently an- 
nounced that he will require all of- 
ficers_in his department who have 
anything to do with enforcement 
of prohibition, not only to abstain 
from intoxicating liquor, but also 
to believe in the wisdom of the 
legislation. Yet Mr. Mitchell. is 
generally regarded as reasonable 
and clear sighted.” 

He said the President’s law en- 
forcement commission had recom- 
mended a drastic limitation upon 
the right of trial by jury in prohi- 
bition cases. 

“Yet three of the men who have 
made this inferential assault upon 
one of the traditional elements of 
due process of law,” he added, “are 
ordinarily men-of clear vision and 
champions of individual rights. I 
have in mind Messrs. Baker, Pound 
and Wickersham, The sum of the 
matter is that prohibition sears 
everything it touches. It corrupts 
the morals of enforcement agents 
and it confuses the mental proc- 
esses of the higher officials.” 

Immediately after the Butler 
statement was presented, Dr. Fran- 
cis J. Gerty, in charge of the psy- 
chopathic hospital of Cook Coun- 
ty, Illinois, took the stand. He was 
the first of a long list expected to 
appear before nightfall, others in- 
cluding W. W. Atterbury, presi- 
dent of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
and Republican National Commit- 
teeman from Pennsylvania, and 
Pierre S du Pont of Wilmington, 
Del., chairman of the board of the

‘But for re- 
volt against unjust alien authority, 
there would have been no United 
States of America. Uniess there ts 
strength to bring about an honest 
revolt against the tyranny of a 
fahatic minority, the United States 
of America cannot ehdure as the 
free country of a free people.” 

Irwin in his statement said he 
failed to see any benefit from pro- 
hibition, adding: “That this in- 
iquitous amendment be nullified is 
my earnest prayer.” 

After this tho committee re- 
turnéd to Dr. Gerty. The physician, 
who lives in Chicago, America’s 
second targest city, testified that 
since the first year of prohibition 
there had been a material increase 
in the number of alcoholic patients 
of both sexes and that the mortal- 
ity in such cases likewise had shog 
upwards. 

During 1920, he said, the number 
of alcoholic cases reached its low- 
est ebb in the history of the psyco- 
phathic institution, which deals 
ohly with insanity cases, but after 
that year, he added, the number 
of cases for all ages and both sexes 
increased. 

Whereas the number of alcoholic 
patients in 1916 was 99, it in+ 
creased, the physician said, to more 
than 1100 during the several years 
after the eighteenth amendment 
was enacted. 

Before prohibition, he testified, 
the percentage of alcoholic cases 
was listed*at 11.4 and after prohi- 
bition, including the year 1920, at 
18.53 per cent. Excluding 1920, 
the average was 20 per cent, he 
added. 

Mrs. Lorraine Brower of Chi- 
cago of the Congressional Modifi-. 
cation League was the first wit- 
ness at the afternoon session. She 
urged that Congress modify the 
eighteenth amendment “while 
there is yet time to save the youth 
of our land.” The children of the 
country, she said, are growing up 
in an atmosphere of disrespect for 
law and with a deepening con- 
tempt for the church, inasmuch as 
they see that the powers which 
effected prohibition will not re- 
lease the country from its bonds. 

Her organization, she added, was 
less than a year old,: and had

FOR MAIL FRAUD FREED 


T. J. Lane and E. L. Kime Al- 
ready Confined 32 and 8 
Months Respectively. 


Thomas J. Lane and Ernest L. 
Kime, whose convictions and sen- 
tences of four years in Leaven- 
worth penitentiary for using the 
mails to defraud were reversed and 
remanded for a new tri by the 
‘United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals, were freed today when, on 
arraignment before’ Judge Faris, 
they entered please of nolo con- 
tendre. 

Their attorney, Fustace .Wheel- 
er, told the court that Lane, who 
was brought from the penitentiary 
today, had. already spent 32 
months in confinement, in the city 
jati after his arrest and in the 
penitentiary pending his appeal, 
and that Kime had _ spent eight 
months in jail waiting for trial. 
The court then sentenced Lane to 
the time he had already served and 
fined Kime $250, staying the fine. 
It was explained there was some 
doubt as to the court’s power to 
sentence Kime to his jail term. 
Lane and Kime were convicted 
in Judge Faris’ court in November 
1927, of fraud in the sale of con- 
tracts of the International Motor 
Transit Co. of Iowa.

No Sign of Land Though Plane Was Over 
Place Where Land Was Supposed to 
Be—Possibilities of Submarine.

25. — It was a great disap- 


pointment when we discovered

icebergs casting fhe reflected glow 
of those dark inland waters. But 


our plane was still holding up and 
kept onward, indomitably. 

Beneath the Los Angeles we 
could glimpse the broken ice floe. 
We could see no limit to it. Straight 
ahead of us a great wall of snow 
clouds barred the way. 

The wall was too wide to fly 
around, too high to fly over—so we 
pushed into it. It soon proved too 
thick to fly through with safety 
and we were finally forced down- 
ward toward the ice. 

This was dangerous, since at any 
time we might meet with high 
bergs or barriers. Since we could 
see only a few yards ahead, it was 
impossible for Pilot Al Cheesman to 


keep a straight course, The com-j~ 


passes swung 30 to 40 degrees to 
either side and it took all my time 
trying to keep track of the com- 
pass movements. 

Still Over Ice Floe. 

Under such conditions we would 
soon find ourselves flying around 
in circles, unable to find our way 
out of the storm or to locate the 
ship. A few hasty glances through 
the cabin floor windows assured 
me that we were still over the floe 
ice and that it was not possible to 
go far with safety. 

Nevertheless, we kept our course 
as nearly due south as possible for 
fully 10 minutes. By that time we 
developed that we were beyond 
latitude 73, longitude 101. We were 
over an area where land had been 
thought to be. Our range of vision 


cation of a barrier or land was 
seen. 

Reluctantly we turned back. 
Seeking our way out of the clouds 
and storm was not an easy job, as 
a sort of white darkness closed us 
in completely. After 20 minutes 
of dangerous and difficult flying 
we emerged into clearer ‘atmos- 
phere and set our course for the 
Scoresby. 

Had the weather been clear our 
vision could have ranged 100 miles 
in each direction. As it was, we 
had to fight for every inch of dis- 
tance seen and for every small 
item of geographical information. 

Place for Submarines. 

‘Things come not too easily in 
polar regions but that flight gave 
me the information that it would 
be hopeless to try to establish a 
meteorological station in that im- 
portant area by means of a sur- 
face ship. Ice conditions were such 
that submersible vessels could eas- 
ily travel under 
frequent openings through which 
to emerge. 

At longitude 100 west such a sta- 
tion might, with extreme good luck, 
be established by means of an air- 
plane, but weather and rough 
seas would likely interfere. The 


| Submarine would affford the most 
economical and certain means of 


carrying out an extensive and in- 
tensive plan. 

Flying tow over the ice, we 
reached the Scoresby. The tem- 
perature had dropped and the wind 
increased. No snow had stuck to 
the wings of the plane, but during 
the rlight the struts and propeller 
were at times lightly coated with 
ice. 

No sooner had we landed on the 


the ice, finding / 


) 


froze to the pontoons and the ice 
began to pile on them rapidly. We 
hauled the plane aboard and wait- 
ed for better conditions, but the 
wind increased and the seas rose 
in great swells, ridging the pack 
ice in swaths 20 feet high. For 
Safety we had to leave the ice and 
heave to in the storm for nearly 
two days. 

We had actually completed the 
main object of our investigations in 
Antarctica, so, while waiting for 
the weather to improve, we edged 
our way along the ice toward De- 
ception Island. Three times, when 
the wind died down and the weath- 
er cleared up slightly, we brought 
up beside the pack, doing scien- 
tific oceanographic work, but nev- 
er once did the seas calm suffi- 
ciently enough for a take-off. 

Wireless Fails. 

Our wireless apparently had 
failed to reach Deception Island. 
For many hours dgy and night I 
worked with the operator on both 
short and iong wave with no reply. 

In order to make the best of our 

opportunity we carried out a long 
series of scientific biological work 
on our homeward journey, penc- 
trating in some longitudes farther 
south than any vessel had ever 
been before. At some points we 
found deeper soundings south of 
the bank which seems to run par- 
allel with Charcot Land. This 
bears out our observation that 
Stefansson Strait continues west- 
ward from where we crossed it last 
year. 
At last came a wireless message 
that a transport steamer would 
leave Deception Island in two days. 
If we missed that we might be 
forced to remain idle at Deception 
Island for six weeks or more. We 
were running short of oil and fuel 
so we decided to hurry back. 

Our enemy, the weather, was 
again actively engaged against us. 
High winds and seas swept the 
Scoresby from stem to stern, and 
it seemed as though the plane, 
lashed to the deck, would lose its 
wings beneath the waves. 

Half Speed Against Sea. 

It was impossible to go more 
than half speed ahead against the 
heavy seas, and, since our time 
limit for catching the transport 
was quickly passing and most of

we were, with our two planes, ;

aboard. Nothing was iost or left 
behind. We were once more on 
our way to face the trials of civil- 
ization. 

I cannot speak too highly of the 
great assistance rendered us by 
Manager Nielson and the directors 
of the Hekton Whaling Co. and the 
captain and crew of the William 
Scoresby. 

Both Parker Cramer, chief pilot 
of the expedition, and Al Chees- 
man had proved their metal in the 
Antarctica as they had previously 
proved it elsewhere, Cramer often 
fulfilling the harder and more re- 
sponsible job of staying behind in 
order to rescue us if necessary. 

Orval Porter on each expedition 
with me has the backbone of the 
party, keeping as he does, our 
Whirlwind engines in such fine 
condition that in three seasons of 
work we have not had one forced 
landing. 

Our trip to Montevideo was rest- 
ful and pleasant, and everyone is 
anxiously looking forward to reach- 
ing New York again. We should 
arrive before the end of March.

COLONIAL HEROINE 
AGAIN HONORED 
BY GEORGIA D. A. R. 


Another Nancy Hart Monv- 
ment Dedicated to Captor 
of Six Tories. 


WRIGHTSVILLE, Ga., Feb. 26. 
—The Georgia D. A. R. today ded- 
icated another monument to the 
memory of Nancy Hart, “Georgia 
War Queen,” who, single handed, 
captured six Tories. 

Nancy was described by contem- 
poraries as “a hard swearer, cross- 
eyed and cross-grained, but never- 
the less a sharpshooter.” Modern 
historians have softened her fea- 
tures and have enshrined her with 
womanly attributes missing in early 
descriptions. Both schools, how- 
ever, agree that she was a daunt- 
less, resourceful woman whose ex- 
ploits caused all who knew her to 
regard her with awe. 

The granite monument, dedicated 
today is one of nine marking the 
Nancy Hart highway. 

Nancy’s outstanding feat was the 
capture of six Tories who had set 
out to seize several Whigs who had 
taken refuge in a eane brake near 
the Hart homestead. Numbered 
among the Whigs was Benjamin 
Hart, Nancy’s husband. 

The Tories decided to pay Nancy 
a call before undertaking to beat 
the cane brake and on arrival de- 
manded breakfast. Nancy was 
known throughout the section as a 
good cook. She set the table. The 
Tories stacked, arms and seated 
themselves. Nancy leveled one of 
their own guns and told them she 
would shoot the first man that 
touched a mouthful. She sent 
news of the capture to the Whigs. 
Benjamin Hart and his fellow pa- 
triots arrived and Nancy surren- 
dered her captives with the remark 
that “shooting is too good “(for 
them.” They were hanged. 

After the Revolutionary War, 
Nancy who was a native of South 
Carolina, complained that “it was 
too crowded” about her homestead 
and that game was getting scarce. 
Despite her husband's protests she 
sold their property and they moved 
to Kentucky. In recent years her 
grave has been found about 12 
miles from Henderson, Ky. 

Nancy Hart is the only woman 
for whom a Georgia county has 
been named. Hart County was 
created by legislative act Dec. 7, 
1853, and named in her honor and 
Hartwell, the county seat, also was 
named for her.

receive $4.37 weekly, along with 
an allowance of $1 a week for 
each child less than 16 years of 
age, not exceeding four children. 

These payments will be provided 
in cases of need from an employ- 
ment and sustenance fund of $3,- 
500,000 annually. The fund, under 
the recommendations of the Gov- 
ernment'’s special committee, will 
be built up from contributions by 
all persons more than 18 years of 
age, as well‘as by companies, mu- 
nicipalities and others.

Pilot’s Story of Flying - 
Upside Down Backward

After his feat at Roosevelt Field, New York. 


Martin Jensen, Who Built the Plane He Used, 
Terms Stunt Additional Proof 
of Aviation’s Safety. 


Martin Jensen, noted flyer, per- 
formed a new stunt in aviation at 
Roosevelt Field, New York, Sunday, 
when he flew backward for about 
a mile when his plane was upside 
down, allowing a 40-mile wind to 
carry him at the rate of 10 miles 
an hour. He has described his ez- 
periences in the following article.

Winner of Second Prize in the 
Dole Race Across the Pacific. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 26.—I was 
surprised at the space the newspa- 
pers used the morning after I flew 
my new plane upside down and 


backward at Roosevelt Field I 
had become so used to the plane 
that I did not realize, as did 
the onlookers, that I was doing 
anything unusual. 

Of course, it must be understood 
that flying backward in itself is a 
stunt and nothing else. The usual 
procedure while flying in a normal 
position is to point the nose of the 
plane up and throttle the motor 
until a position near stalling is 
achieved, the idea being to fly as 
slowly as possible. If the air speed 
is then less than the velocity of 
wind the plane will mave back- 
ward, in relation to the ground, at 
a speed which represents the dif- 
ference between the speed of the 
plane and the velocity of the wind. 

Every Control Reversed. 

To do this in inverted flight is 
much more difficult. Every con- 
trol is reversed. If the stick is 
moved forward the plane goes up 
instead of down. To maintain a 
stalling position while inverted is 


things to do in the science of fly- 
ing, excepting some of the more 
violent maneuvers, including an

outside loop and one or two 
others. 

There is little strain on the plane 
but there is considerable on the 
pilot, who of course is strapped to 
his seat. To my mind it testifies 
more to the inherent stability of 
the plane than to any other thing. 

I am happy that I have been 
able to construct a plane that 
would do this. I am not sure but 
that there are other planes with 
sufficient stability to perform this 
feat, but so far, I have not heard 
of its being done. 

I have been asked many times 
since Sunday afternoon what prac- 
tical] value the stunt has. I have 
been hard put for an answer. Of 
course it can readily be conceived 
that it would have extreme value 
in combat flying during war time, 
but as to practical commercial use, 
I do not know. 

Planes No Longer Toys. 

It is a great advance in the 
science of aircraft construction to 
my mind, however. Planes are 
being built more and more safe. 
Stunts have a practical value in 
that they demonstrate the fact that 
airplanes are not the toys. they 
were even five years ago. Every 
hew thing done in an airplane 
means that there has been an ad- 
vance in design. 

My plane was built almost en- 
tirely by hand. I sat up many 
nights welding and bolting. I hope 
it is the only plane of its design in 
the world at present. I mulled 
over the design for years before I 
even put a mark on a piece of pa- 
per. Someone will come along per- 
haps in another year and do better 
than I have been able to do. but 
all of us are trying all the time to 
improve airplanes, to make them 
the safe, swift messengers and car- 
riers they are destined to be and 
Margaret, my wife, and I will be 
right there with the rest.

SAYS DWIGHT DAVIS

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—How 
the Niagara Falls Power Co. of 
New York was able to delete sec- 
tions of a Federal Power Commis- 
sion report to Congress in 1928, was 
told to the Senate Interstate Com- 


merce Committee today by O. C. 
Merrill, former executive secretary 
of the commission, now chairman 
of the American Committee of the 
World Power Conference. 

The deleted portions of the re- 
port have been placed before the 
Senate Committee. They disclosed 
“watering” of capital investment 
accounts of hydro-electric power 
companies, including the Niagara 
company, seeking power sites from 
the Government. 

When asked about the deletion 
of the report and the submission 
of a comparatively colorless docu- 
ment, Merrill said  belligerently. 
“Do you want to know the facts?” 
The committee members said they 
did. 

“We frequently give our reports 
to newspapers in confidence to be 
held for release on a certain date,” 
Merrill said. “I gave a copy of the 
full report to a representative of 
the McGraw-Hill publications in 
confidence. Ee left it on the seat 
of a taxicab and an editor of one 
of the McGraw-Hill papers took it 
to New York. 

Asked to Suppress Re 

“Shortly after, a representative 
of the Niagara Falis Power Co. 
came to me and asked me to sup- 
press the report. I refused. He 
went to the Secretary of War 
.(Dwight Davis). He refused. The 
arguments made were that if the 
information got out, it would cause 
a lot of trouble and the commis- 
sion’s legislation would be endan- 
gered. The matter was taken to 
the full commission, and over my 
protest, the commission voted to 
delete all specific references to in- 
dividual power companies.” 

“In other words,” said Senator 
Wheeler (Dem.) of Montana, “the 
deletions were made at the request 
of the Niagara Power Co.?” “That 
is correct,” Merril answered. 

The McGraw-Hill publications, 
Merrill explained, are devoted to 
business and technical news.

The editor alone 
apparently was responsible, he 
said. Replying to Senator Pittman

After the Senate’s yeoman service for the people in 
rejecting increases or lowering the tariff rates on 
sugar, aluminum, glass, hides and shoes, its wide 
majorities favoring the highest levies on wool in 
all American history are a distinct letdown and an 
injustice to the public. Local interests, which also 
were responsible for the increases in the rates on. 
rayon, caused the defections among the Democrats 
and independents, showing that the coalition is ef- 
fective only when its own ex is not being gored. 
This split made possible a scale which, in the words 
of Senator George, makes the notorious Schedule K 
of the Payne-Aldrich bill appear “almost a free trade 
policy.” 

Although the chief wool production area is in the 
Far West, the industry is widespread in other parts 
of the country. In 26 states wool takes on the scope 
of a major product, each of these states producing 
more than 2,600,000 pounds in 1928. Thus is created 
a local demand for protection which extends its in- 
fluence into the Senate debates and overshadows the 
needs of the average citizen. Only ome farmer in 15 
raises wool and the flocks outside the ranch states 
average only about 20 sheep each. But everyone 
wears woolen clothing, and it is on the general pub- 
lic, particularly the purchasers of cheap apparel, that 
the burden must fall 

Despite the high duties of past years, American 
wool growers have been able to supply only a little 
more than half of the manufacturers’ needs. In 1928, 
271,215,000 pounds of domestic wool and 193,803,000 
pounds of foreign wool were used by the factories. 
Tariff protection has not stimulated domestic wool 
production as had been expected by proponents of the 
high schedules. A slight gradual increase has been 
noted, but the 1928 production of 351,013,000 pounds 
was less than 3,000 000 pounds greater than the yield 
in 1893. Raising more sheep is impracticable for the 
reason that this would glut the mutton and lamb mar- 
ket. Despite these plain fallacies in the workings of 
the higher rate, the present measures win by Demeo-

Indian problem, about to tower over all others, will test British wisdom and courage te 
marrow, says London editor; Gandhi's civil disobedience plan cannot be bloodless, 
but will loose anarchy; leaders use Sinn Fein movement as parallel, not realizing 
vaster complications in their land; England is urged to hold calmly to its duty

anticipating that 1930 is likely to be a 

year of tremendous awakening in the 
life of the British people, and may well 
leave a lasting impression upon the mind 
of every single person who reads these lines. 
We are thinking of various great questions, 
but chiefly of India. It is high time for a 
little preparatory meditation on that vast 
problem which in a few weeks, at furthest, 
will begin to tower over every other issue, 
and may affect parties and politics like 
nothing since the World War. The subject 
as a whole is involved in a thousand un- 
certainties; ‘prediction with regard to any of 
them would be folly, worthy only of vivid 
ignorance imagining vain things. 

But two truths are certain: That the In- 
dian problem is about to test our wisdom 
and courage to the marrow; that upon what 
we do, or refuse to do, in the next 12 
ménths the existence of our Asiatic Empire 
may depend. From the temper of concilia- 
tion neither the bombing outrage against 
the Viceroy’s train nor anything else will 
induce us to swerve; but cool firmness will 
be equally required. And just because re- 
fusal to be stampeded out of measured judg- 
ment will have to be unflinching, the less 
imperialistic rhetoric and drum-beating we 
hear ‘the better.

Ris 2 Kaufmann, Pittsburg, 
Thinks It Would Encourage 
Modern Designers. 


Establishment of an‘ industrial 


applied arts section at the City Art 
Museum was suggested today by 
Edgar J. Kaufmann, Pittsburg 
(Pa.) department store owner and 
art patron, at a Chamber of Com- 
merce luncheon at the Hotel Stat- 
ler. 

Kaufmann, who spoke on “Art 
in Industry,” said such a depart- 
ment would demonstrate the man- 
ner in which modern industry util- 
izes harmony of color, beauty of 
line, grace of design, to incorporate 
art in utilitarian things and con- 
tribute to better living conditions. 

“A museum is not merely a place 
in which to house things,” Kauf- 
mann said, “for a safe deposit vault 
may do that. But a museum should 
increase a popular desire for the 
appreciation ofart. It is a splendid 
thing to spend money for fine 
paintings and sculpture but some 
should be allocated also for the 
creation of a division which will 
encourage designers of articles 
which go into every home. - 

“There is no reason why the de- 
signer of a clock, today, cannot do 
something as artistically sound as 
the designer of the fifteenth cen-; 
tury. Popular appreciation of art 
stimulates such design in industry 
and both are essential to the future 
of a popular and practical appre- 
ciation of art in this country.” 

Awakening of an industrial art 
consciousness, he said, was due 
primarily to art classes in public 
schools. ’ 

“Children are beginning to ap- 
preciate art,” Kaufmann § said, 
“something the school children of 
yesterday seldom had a chance to 
do, unless they were taught at 
home. Modern children appreciate 
a properly designed building, they 
are interested in flowers, in the 
evolution of plant life. It is much 
better to teach such things than 
French and English history.” 

Kaufmann suggested that the 
Schools go a step further and in- 
troduce generally the study of 
plants and flowers under a micro- 
scope, saying, “There is not an 
architectural or created design not 
found in plant life.”’ 

Influence of the children of to- 
day, who are gaining an apprecia- 
tion of art, has directed the taste 
of their elders, he said, and would 
mold the taste of the coming gen- 
eration.

“St. Louis is looking to its river 
front,” it is declared on the cover 
of the pamphlet. The association, 
it is stated, proposes to acquaint 
the people with the “imperative 
need” of amendments to the City 
Charter and the State Constitution 
to make possible realization within 
a reasonable time of its objectives, 
which it lists as follows: 

Widening and double-decking 
of Third street downtown, to- 
gether with similar approaches 
from the north and northwest 

and the south and southwest. 

Construction of elevated road- 
ways on main thoroughfares 
leading downtown to permit traf- 
fic to move at high speed. 

Completion of the widening 
projects for Morgan street, Mar- 
ket street and other arteries lead- 
ing downtown. 

Removal of tolls from. the 
highway deck of Eads Bridge. 

Provision of adequate down- 
town terminals for trolleys and 
busses. 

Completion of a river front 
plaza in a monumental manner. 

Construction of a mall between 
the old Broadway - Courthouse 
and the river front, with reten- 
tion of this courthouse “as an 
adjunct to court requirements of 
the district.” 

Provision of adequate public 
parking facilities on the river 
front east of Third street. 

Encouragement of the erection 
of new buildings and other im- 
provements downtown, to main- 
tain and increase property val- 
wes. 

Promotion of the 
district for business 
ments. 

Property values will increase to 
the north, south and west of the 
zone of improvement when the 
foregoing projects are under way, 
the pamphlet predicts. The Exec- 
utive Council of the City Improve- 
ment Association included an invi- 
tation to property owners, lessees 
and tenants downtown to join the 
movement.

Neither Johnny (Peewee) Kaiser nor Lou Terry is entitled to 
style himself ‘“‘city champien,’’ this morning, but about 400 fans 
stood up after the close of their 10-round battle at the Coliseum, 
last night, and cheered until the girders rang, in testimony that the 
boys had put up a championship mill. 


That neither wears any crown is 
due entirely to the fact that the 
battle was so evenly waged_it was 
impossible, or at least’ unfair, to 
give either any margin of victory. 

The bout was a stormy session 
in which the rivals took the lead 


by turns. At times each, alternate- 
ly, was half goofy from the other's 
solid punches. 

In the opening moments of the 
bout it- appeared that Peewee’s 
sun had set. Terry, who weighed 
in five pounds more than Kaiser 
and added about three additional 
pounds of superiority between 3 
o'clock and 10, plunged at Peewee 
as the bell rang and the melee 
that followed almost saw the end 
of Kaiser. Terry landed with solid 
rights and Kaiser was belted 
around the ring. Only his good 
generalship and level head brought 
him through. But it was gll Ter- 
ry’s round. 

Peewee got his bearings, in the 
second, and proceeded to show 
Terry that experience and _ skill 
count for something in the ring. 
The remainder of the fight pre- 
sented the same picture. round 
after round. Peewee, retreating and 
circling to Terry's left hand, pep- 
pered the pursuing foe with left 
jabs. Terry stormed vafter him. 
In the third and fourth his rushes 
were costly as he ran into plenty 
of gloves that skinned his nose and 
sent him back with a jerk. 

Terry Very Strong. 

Lou continued to rush, however, 
and with his added weight and 
strength he hustled Peewee about 
the ring. -The veteran declined to 
be stampeded, except in -the 
seventh round, when Terry reached 
his peak. He staggered Kaiser 
badly in this round. It looked like 
the turning point of the fight. But 
it wasn’t. Peewee came to life in 
the eighth and ninth with a click 
and rocked Terry, as he rushed in. 
Kaiser used his once terrible right 
several times, in these rounds, but 
without fatal effect. The sting of 
his knockout “ace” appears to 
have left him. 

Both men were weary from 
punching in the final period which 
was hard and viciously fought, 
with neither having an appreci- 
able advagtage. 

There were no knockdowns and 
if any margin of victory were to 
be given it would have to be to 
Terry, who forced the fighting, 
and had Peewee “tincanning’’ from 
start to finish.

At the suggestion of the Post- 
Dispatch, three New Orleans phy- 
sicians looked over Carnera to de- 
termine the nature of his leg trou- 
ble, said to be “varicose veins.” 
Following are their findings as set 
forth by a special correspondent 
for the Post-Dispatch:

A Special Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

NEW ORLEANS, Feb. 26.—The 
career of the giant Italian heavy- 
weight, Primo Carnera, will 
short-livea and his chances of ris- 
ing to the  pugilistic throne 
are exceedingly scant. This is 
the opinion of three reputable New 
Orleans physicians who either ob- 
served or examined the giant Ital- 
ian during his week’s stay in the 
city. 

All three physicians are unani- 
mous in the view that Carnera, for 
all his 275 pounds and unusual 
physical make-up, is likely to suf- 
fer a breakdown due to varicose 
veins in his legs. 
One of the three physicians was 
connected in an official capacity 
with the camp of Stanley Ketchell, 
ex-middleweight champion of the 
world, and has been a close stu- 
dent of boxing and boxers for 30 
years, 
“Carnera is a magnificent phy- 
sical specimen from his knees up,” 
said this physician. “From _ the 
knees down he is ‘weak. Exception- 
ally so. I have never seen a fighter 
in my 30 years’ experience who 
had legs as bad looking as Car- 
nera’s. I seriously doubt if he does 
any amount of roadwork now and 
believe that if he does any in the 
future it will merely hasten the 
end of his career. ‘ / 
Risks Rupture of Veins. 
“Carnera, if he does roadwork 
will risk the rupturing of the 
varicose veins in his legs. This 
condition is most unusual in an 
athlete and particularly one re- 
puted to be as young as Carnera.”’ 
The second physician made a 
thorough examination of the Ital- 
ian and he questions the age of 
Primo which is given by his man- 
ager as, 23 and he, too, has the 
view that Primo’s career is to be 
a limited one. 
“Carnera is the victim of over- 
exercise and has put such strain 
on his legs that he has a severe 
case of varicose,” said this phy- 
sician, who has examined hundreds 
of fighters. “I do not think Car- 
nera has any stamina despite his 
great bulk and it is my opinion 
that he cannot stand up before any 
good heavyweight for more than 
a few rounds. 
“The varicose condition is rare- 
ly as pronounced in an athlete as 
in Carnera’s case. I don’t recall 
that any young fighter I ever ex- 
amined had such a bad pair of 
legs. I believe Carnera is older 
than 23. His development and 
physical condition show he has 
had many years of strenuous exer- 
cise.

The third physician did not ex- 
amine Carnera but said his ob- 
servation during Primo’s fight 
here Monday night was that he 
was leg weary after the brief con- 
test as a result of the varicose con- 
dition. 

“I did not examine Carnera, but 
observed from the ringside Mon- 
day night the condition of his legs 
and that he appeared to be leg 
weary at the finish of the contest, 
without real competition,” this 
physician said. 

“Carnera is a giant and giantism 
is a disease—the overdevelopment 
of the pituitary gland. I would 
not class him with Jess Willard as 
a fighter. Willard’s long fight with 
Jack Johnson proved he had un- 
usual stamina. Jack Dempsey at 
his best would hae made short 
work of Carnera. 

“The Italian might look good in 
the gymnasium, but in a contest 
where he was forced to take pun- 
ishment and to think, he would be 
an et different individual, 

“Carfiera’s legs are so bad that I 
doubt if he could indulge in any 
amount of road work.” 

Manager of Carnera Scoffs. 

Manager Leon See scoffed at 
the statements that Carnera is 
risking a breakdown if he does 
roadwork. 

“Carnera has had those big 
veins all of his life. They do not 
worry the big boy in the least.’’ 

Further than this, See would ndt 
go. He evidently did not care to 
discuss the subject to. any great 
length. 
nera’s troupe, however, insisted he 
does roadwork and never com- 
plains about his legs. 

“The only trouble Carnera has 
had is with his hands which have 
been sore for some time,’ said one 
of his trainers. 

Carnera and his troupe, consist- 
ing of eight persons, departed to- 
day .for Philadelphia where the 
giant Italian is slated to meet Ace 
Clarke, Negro heavyweight, next 
Monday night.
